WILL REGISTER WOMEN 


Upon receipt of the news of the rat- 


ification of the suffrage amendment 
by Tennessee, the Adams County Com- 
missioners immediately began to pre- 
pare books for the registration of the 
women of voting age in this county. 
In view of the short time until the No- 
vember election, this will be, difficult 
to perform. All women who wish to 
vote must be registered and assessed, 
and taxes must be paid before they 
are eligible to cast their first ballot in 
the coming election in November. 


Time is short in which to register 


these women and it will be impossible 
to call at every house. The Commis- 
sioners will instruct assessors to re- 
ceive registrations of women in per- 
son, 
to- accept those who give infor- 


mation by mail, and where it is pos- 
sible to call at dwelling houses. Hus- 
bands and anyone else who can be of 
assistance have been urged by the 
commissioners to co-operate in this 
work. 


Assessors will not enter the names 


of the women voters in the registry 
>ooks which are now used in the regu- 
ar male registration, but will use 
special forms which will be furnished 
o them for that purpose by the Com- 
missioners. All registrations must be 
made on or before September 1st. 


Just as soon as the assessors make 


eturns of registrants, tax duplicates 
vill ba prepared and forwarded to the 
ax collectors of the respective dis- 
ricts. 
The Commissioners expect to have 


hese tax duplicates in the hands of 
he tax collectors by September 5, af- 
er which date until October ?>, women 
an pay taxes and be qualified to vot,e 
n November. 


Those who fail to register be fora 


^eptember 1, or who neglect to pay 
lieir taxes before October 3, will of 
ourse lose the right to vote in the 
residential election. 
All supplies necessary for the rcp- 
stration and assessment of women 
oters have been issued to l,be asses- 
ors of Adams county by the Com- 
nissioners. 
Instructions have been 


;iven to go ahead and make every 
ffort to complete the work before the 
ime limit expires September 1st. 


Each woman will be asked her party

WILL REGISTER 1YOMEX 


Upon receipt of the nows of the rat­ 
ification of the suffrage amendment 
by Tennessee, the Adnms County Com­ 
missioners immediately began to pre­ 
pare books for the registration of the 
women of voting age in this county. 
In view of the short time until the No­ 
vember election, this will be difficult 
to perform. 
All women who wish to 
vote must be registered and assessed, 
and taxes must be paid before they 
are eligible to cast their first ballot in 
the coming election in November. 


Time is short in which to register 
these women and it will be impossible 
to call at every house. 
The Commis­ 
sioners will instruct assessors to re­ 
ceive registrations of women in per­ 
son, to* accept those who give infor­ 
mation by mail, and where it is pos­ 
sible to call at dwelling houses. Hus­ 
bands and anyone else who can be of 
assistance have been urged by the 
commissioners to co-onerate in this 
work. 


Assessors will not enter the names 
of the women voters in the Registry 
books which are now used in the regu­ 
lar male registration, but will use 
special forms which will be furnished 
to them for that purpose by the Com­ 
missioners. All registrations must be 
made. 011 or before September 1st. 


Just as spoil as the assessors make 
returns of registrants, ta.x duplicates 
will bo prepared and forwarded to the 
tax collectors of the respective dis­ 
tricts.

The Commissioners expect to have 
these tax duplicates in the hands of 
the tax collectors by September 5, af­ 
ter which date until October 3, women 
can pay taxes and be qualified to vot£ 
in November. 


Those who fail to register before 
September 1, or who neglect to pay 
their taxes before October 3, will of 
course lose the right to vote in the 
presidential election. 


All supplies necessary for the reg­ 
istration and assessment of women 
voters have been issued to the asses­ 
sors of Adams county by the Com­ 
missioners.

THE FIRST POLITICIAN

ARTIN VAN BUREN was the 
first machine made politician in 


the presidency, and he was more than 
that when put to the test; he was the 
first of the presidents to have been 
born under the American flag, rather 
than under the British, and he and 
Roosevelt are the only presidents not 
wholly descended from inhabitants of 
the United Kingdom. 


Sprung from Dutch families on both 


Bides, Van Buren married into a Dutch 
family, and was able to speak the 
language of his ancestors 
He was 


born and he died in a little Rip Van 
Winkle village on the east bank of 
the Hudson, where his father was a 
farmer and incidentally a ta\ern keep- 
er. Leaving school and entering a law 
office In his native town at fourteen, 
after the manner of most American 
leaders from Jackson to Lincoln, he 
picked up as he went along such ed- 
ucation as he gained. 
Yet not one 


of our many lawyer presidents has 
won a higher rank in his profession. 
While only a boy so small that h-e 
had to stand on a bench to address 
the jury, he scored his first success at 
the bar. 
At forty, he retired from 


practice with money enough for a man 
with a Dutch thrift, which was mis 
taken for stinginess by the less pru- 
dent Anglo-Americans who knew him. 


Equally precocious in politics, Van 


Buren was chosen a delegate to a 
political convention before be was of 
age; was appointed a county surro- 
gate at twenty-five; elected to the 
Btate senate at thirty; appointed at- 
torney general of the state at thirty- 
two and at thirty-eight he was select- 
ed a senator of the United States. 
Already he was at the head of the 
"Albany Regency," which continued 
to run the Democratic machine in 
New York and to dominate the nation- 
al councils of that party. 


Playing the game of politics cnly 


ns a New Yorker can and as all New- 
Yorkers in public life do, Van Buren 
was the first to make his way into 
the White House in gumshoes. Per- 
haps his caution as a politician has 
lost him the credit due him for his 
statesmanship, which he displayed in 
more than one gnno emergency. A

Viscount Rothermere Makes $100,000 


Endowment in Memory of His 


Dead Son. 


London.—Viscount Rothermere has 


given the University of Oxford £20,000 
for the establishment and endowment 
of a professorship of history of the Uni- 
ted States of America, which will be 
known ns the Harold Vyvyan Harms- 
worth professorship of American his- 
tory, In memory of his son, Capt. Har- 
old Vyvyan Harmsworth of the Irish 
Rnards, formerly a commoner of Christ 
Church, who was killed In the war. 


Under the conditions of the endow- 


ment the holder of the professorship 
must at the time of his election be a 
citizen of the United States. He shall 
hold the professorship for ten yean 


and (shall be eligible for appointment 
for anothe" ten years. 


The appointment shall be made by 


an electoral board consisting of the 
American ambassador at the time of 
the election, who shall have a casting 
vote; the chancellor of the university, 
an elector nominated by the univer- 
sity and Lord Rothermere, and each 
succeeding holder of ihe vlscounty. 


Lord Rothermere has endowed two 


other professorships at English uni- 
versities. In 1910 he gave £20,000 to 
Cambridge university for the founda- 
tion of the King Edward VTT. chair 
of English literature, and in 191S he 
gave a similar sum to Cambridge as 
an endowment fund for

Account of Poor Boards 


The accounts of the board of poor di­ 
rectors have been audited for the past 
year and show some interesting flgurep. 
The receipts of l\u* year ending February 
1, 1919, amount to $27,023 50, about $2, 
000 moro than last year. 
The state con­ 
tributed 83354.57 and $20.000 was receiv­ 
ed from the county commissioners. 
The 
sale of produce from the farm netted $1,- 
3fi? OS. 
The remainder of the receipts 
was made up largely of sums paid in for 
boarding persons at the county home. 
Some of the expenses of the board were 
as follows: for officers and employes, S4,- 
039 22; boarding of children, $1,047 21; 
provisions furnished to persons under 
quarantine, $138 84; professional services 
to persons underquarantine, $213 60; oilp, 
paints and hardware, $555 17; groceries, 
$1,855 03; disinfectants$193.09; beef, pork 
and lard, $1,009 81;* coal wood and lime, 
SI,505.76; fertilizer, $587 70; professional 
services and drugs, $485 73; soap, lye and 
bluing, $220.18. Clothing and underwear 
amounted to $392.13; drygoods and no­ 
tions totaled $723 73; light and supplies 
cost $450.74; shoes and rubbers $172.52; 
shoe repairing $C7 05. 
It cost the county 
$167.48 to keep the men of the home sup­ 
plied with tobacco. 
Groceries amounted 
to $1,855 03; bread, $2,284 6(5; potatoes, 
$688 55; insurance premiums amounted 
to $660 02. 
Other items listed on the ac* 
count are as follows: Unclassified items, 
$«52.11; telephone rent and tolls, $52; 
Outdoor Relief, $1,775; syrup, $321 79; 
special orders of relief, $23 01; brooms, 
$42.85; threshing, $80 49; mules, cattle 
and bogs bought, $2,599.96; plumbing, tin 
repairs and blacksmithing, $385.01; cider, 
apples and vinegar, $111 84. 


In the auditors report it is interesting 
to note that during the year endiup; Jan« 
uary 1, 1919, GK2 tramps were furnished 
lodging and 1372 meals were given by the 
steward to these 'wanderers. 
The report 
also shows that thirteen persons were ad­ 
mitted to the home during the year and 
seventeen discharged. 
There are now 98 
people that are being cared for by Harry 
A. Sheely, steward. 
About 1200 bushels 
of wheat were raised on the farm accord­ 
ing to the report; 110 bushels of potatoes; 
2300 heads of cabbage; 6837 pounds of 
pork and 13,499 pounds of beef. 


A new teachers’ salary bill establishing 
a series of minimum salaries was present 
ed to the House Tuesday night by Mr. 
Woodruff, Snyder, having been drawn 
by educators. It amends the school code. 
The minimum salary list is made as fol 
lows: Holders of provisional certificates 
$60 per month; professional or normal 
schools $75; permanent $85, the state to 
pay 40 per cent where salaries are increas­ 
ed over 1918 and 1919 figures. 
Each 
teacher receiving less than $100 per month 
and not affected by the act is to get 25 
per cent increase, paid by the State. Ru­ 
ral teachers are to get $10 per month in- 
create if they do not come under the first 
provisions 
The superintendent of public 
instruction is to decide what are rural 
schools 
The following incieases are 
made on salaries based on 1919 figures: 20 
per cent to those receiving between $100 
and $150 monthly; 15 per cent to those 
receiving between $100 and $200; 10 per 
cent to those over $200. The State is to 
pay half of these increases.

M 
a r t i n v a n b u r e n was the 
first machine made politician in 
the presidency, and he was more than 
that when put to the tost; ho was the 
first of the presidents to have been 
bom tinder the American flag, rather 
than under the British, and he and 
Roosevelt are the only presidents not 
wholly descended from inhabitants of 
the United Kingdom. 


Sprung from Dutch families on both 
Bides, Van Buren married Into a Dutch 
family, and was able to speak the 
language of his ancestors. 
He was 
born and he died In a little Rip Van 
Winkle village on the east bank of 
the Hudson, where his father was a 
farmer and incidentally a tavefn keep­ 
er. Leaving school and entering a law 
office in his native town at fourteen, 
after the manner of most American 
leaders fi^oin Jackson to Lincoln, he 
picked up as he went along such ed­ 
ucation as he gained. 
Yet not one 
of our many lawyer presidents has 
won a higher rank in his profession. 
While only a boy so small that he 
bad to stand on a bench to address 
the jury, he scored his first success at 
the bar. 
At forty, he retired from 
practice with money enough for a man 
with a Dutch thrift, which was mis­ 
taken for stinginess by the less pru­ 
dent Anglo-Americans who knew him. 


Equally precocious in politics, Van 
Buren was chosen a delegate to a 
political convention before he was of 
age; was appointed a county surro­ 
gate at twenty-five; elected to the 
state senate at th irty ; appointed at­ 
torney general of the state at thirty- 
two and at thirty-eight he was select­ 
ed a senator of the United States. 
Already he was at the head of the 
•‘Albany Regency/* which continued 
to run the Democratic machine in 
New York and to dominate the nation­ 
al councils of that party. 


Playing the game of politics only 
as a New Yorker can and as all New 
Yorkers in public life do, Van Buren 
was the first to make his way into 
the White House in gumshoes.

WILL REPA1K DAM BREAST 
In the last few years the big con- 


crete dam in tne Big Conewago creek 
aU Waldhem has developed leaks to 
such <tn extent that, in dry spells, the 
waller level falls to a point that makes 
operation of the mill, which is sup- 
plied with wa'ter from the dam, prac- 
t,ically impossible. O. B, Flaherty, a 
Virginian who purchased the proper- 
ty, formerly known as Himes' Mill, 
from Harry Arendt, will make the re- 
pairs to the breast of the dam as soon 
as conditions will permit The trap 
will be opsned and the water drawn 
off when work commences, and this 
will be done next week if clear weath- 
er allows, and the high water subsides. 
Frequent heavy rains have delayed 
the start of the work which was to 
have been done several weeks ago. 


When opening dam breasts it is ne- 


cessary to notify the State Depart- 
ment of Fisheries and, if tjhie depart- 
ment sees fit, they will send a warden 
to the scene of operations. It is said 
thatt written permission has been ask- 
ed to open the dam. Fish wardens 
will see that no illegal fishing or gig- 
ging is done when the water is drawn 
off. 


Campers upstream will find very 


low water, especially from 
Dicks' 


woods tp the Forks when the dam is 
opened. At such a time the water, as 
a rule, runs only in a narrow channel 
if dry weather prevails, but 
after 


heavy showers it resumes its normal 
level for a short, time. Boating, bath- 
ing and fishing upstream will not be 
of the best when the work is being 
carried on. 


The dam at Waldheim was rebuilt 


in 1912, and is composed of reinforced 
concrete 
overlaying the 
old dam 


breast The former wooden breast 
was partially destroyed by a flood in 
the Winter of 1911-12. 
The new dam 


was financed for the greater part by 
the various people who own camps 
along thati stretch of the creek from 
Waldheim to the Forks.

The first, 
time he used rat poison and on tho 
second attempt an overdose of laud­ 
anum failed to end his life. 


Eckenrode showed no signs of mel­ 
ancholy and had gone about his work 
as usual for the past t\Vo weeks.

was known to his wife, however, that 
he was depressed. 


Eckenrodo’s cousin, William, com­ 
mitted suicide by hanging, about two 
years ago at his farm along the Get- 
tysburg-Baltimore ’pike when li© be­ 
came discouraged after a hard wind 
storm had blown the roof from his 
barn. 


Coroner Crist, of Gettysburg, 
de­ 
cided that no inquest was necessary. 


Two brothers, near Emmitsburg, al­ 
so survive.

Record Prices Paid Wheat Grow- 


ers of Western Canada. 


Will Get Above 40 Cents Over ttw 


Fixed Scate Set—World Looking 


to the Dominion for Its 


Grain. 


It will be of interest to many read* 


crs to learn that their farmer friends 
in Canada will do so well out of the 
wheat they grew on western Canada's 
prairies last year. 


There was a fixed price of §2.15 per 


bushel paid for their wheat last sea- 
son. 


Not knowing the price at which it 


would he possible to market the crop, 
the Canadian grain board, which or- 
ganization handled the whole of the 
crop last summer, fixed $2.15 as a min- 
imum price for No. 1 wheat, and ar- 
ranged that each farmer should be 
given certificates for the quantity of 
wheat he delivered. The amount re- 
ceived over and above the fixed price 
which was paid to the farmers when 
selling their wheat was to be divided 
pro rata at the end of the season, and 
the holders of these certificates will, 
therefore, 
participate in the extra 


price received according to the quan- 
tity of wheat sold. 


The latest 
advices are that the 


[wheat board will pay at least 40 cents 


bushel over the fixed rate of $2.15 a 


Tushol for their wheat of last season. 
This means that about $40,000,000 will 
be distributed among the farmers of 
Alberta. Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 
This sum represents the difference in 
the price at which- the wheat crop was 
sold and the price that was fixed for 
last season's crop. 


Canadian Wheat in Demand. 


A declaration that Canadian wheat 


would in all probability sell this year 
at between $3 and $5 per bushel, was 
made recently before a conference of 
western supporters of the government 
by Dr. Robert Magi 11, who was one of 
a deputation from the Winnipeg grain 
exchange. 
Dr. Magill argued in fa- 


vor of open trading from the aspect 
of world conditions. He stated that 
no wheat could be exported from Rus- 
sia owing to internal troubles. 


Roumania would have 
absolutely 


none to export, India was prohibiting 
export, 
while 
Australia's 
acreage 


^otild fall from 12,000,000 to 7,000,000. 
The result would be that Australia 
would scarcely have enough to feed 
herself, and there would be absolute- 
ly no wheat for Europe, except from 
the Argentine and North America. 


Dr. Magill, according to formal an- 


nouncement, though it would be im- 
possible to secure as good a price for 
the producer by control as by the 
open market. The United States mar- 
ket was now open, and, according to 
present 
prospects, there would be 


mighty little to spare from that quar- 
ter. 
The net result would be that Ca- 


nadian wheat would undoubtedly go 
to a record figure.—Advertisement.

Record Prices Paid Wheat Grow* 
ers of Western Canada. 


Will Get Above 40 Cents Over th# 
Fixed Scale Set—World Looking 
to the Dominion for Its 
Grain. 


It will be of interest to ranny read« 
crs to learn that their farmer friends 
in Canada win do so well out of the 
wheat they grew on western Canada’s 
prairies last year. 


There was a fixed price of $2.15 per 
bushel paid for their wheat last sea­ 
son. 


Not knowing the price at which it 
would be possible to market the crop, 
the Canadian grain board, which or­ 
ganization bandied the whole of the 
; crop last summer, fixed $2.15 as a min- 
'• imum price for No. 1 wheat, and ar- 
j ranged that each farmer should be 
j given certificates for the quantity of 
; wheat he delivered. 
The amount re- 
t ceived over and above the fixed price 
which was paid to the farmers when 
selling their wheat was to be divided 
pro rata at the end of the season, and 
the holders of these certificates will, 
therefore, 
participate in 
the extra 
price received according to the quan­ 
tity of wheat sold. 


The latest advices are that the 
'wheat board will pay at least 40 cents 
bushel over the fixed rate of $2.15 a 
bushel for their wheat of last season. 
This means that about $40,000,000 will 
be distributed among the farmers of 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 
This sum represents the difference in 
the price at which? the wheat crop was 
sold and the price that was fixed for 
last season’s crop. 


Canadian Wheat in Demand. 


A declaration that Canadian wheat 
would in all probability sell this year 
ot between $3 and $5 per bushel, was 
made recently before a conference of 
western supporters of the government 
by Dr. Robert MagiII, who was one of 
a deputation from the Winnipeg grain 
exchange. 
Dr. j\ I a gill argued in fa­ 
vor of open trading from the aspect 
of world conditions. 
He stated that 
no wheat could be exported from Rus­ 
sia owing to internal troubles. 


lloumunia would have absolutely 
none to export, India was prohibiting 
export, 
while 
Australia’s 
acreage 
Id fall from 12,000,000 to 7,000,000. 
The result would be that Australia 
would scarcely have enough to feed 
herself, and there would be absolute­ 
ly no wheat for Europe, except from 
the Argentine and North America. 


Dr. Magill, according to formal an­ 
nouncement, though it would be im­ 
possible to secure as good a price for 
the producer by control as by the 
open market. The United States mar­ 
ket was now open, and, according to

mighty little to spare from that quar­ 
ter. The net result would be that Ca­ 
nadian wheat would undoubtedly go 
to a record figure.—Advertisement.

AS APPLIKD TO CIDER 


Y. 
J. 
Smarsh, 
of Gettysburg, 
a . 
deputy revenue collector, states that 
many persons are under the impres­ 
sion that the Volsttead act outlaws 
cider making. As a matter of fact, 
farmers and otherowners of orchards 
have nothing* to fear in this respect 
as long as they do not sell for bev­ 
erage purposes cider so “hardened” 
as to be actual booze. 


Sweet cider, which contains less 
than y2 of 1 per cent, of alcohol may 
be made, kept and sold without re­ 
striction: 


According to a recent government 
ruling, cider containing more tjian Vz 
of 1 per cent, of alcohol may be made 
and kept for home consumption only, 
if it is “not intoxicating.” 
It cannot 
be sold.

The accounts of the board oi poor di- 
rectors have been audited for the past 
year and show some interesting flgurep. 
The receipts of the year ending Fobrnnry 
1, 1919, amount to S27,023 50, about S2. 
000 more than last year. 
The state con- 
trihiUed S^SoJ/)? and S20.0()0 was receiv- 
ed from the county commissioners. 
The 
sale of produce from the farm netted $1,- 
3i)7 O.S. The remainder of the receipts 
was made up largely of sums paid in for 
boarding persons at the county home. 
Some of the expenf^es of the board were 
as follows: for oilicers and employes, S4,- 
G30 22; boarding of children, SI,047 21;

Clothing and underwear 
amounted to $892.13; dry goods and no- 
tions totaled S723 73; light and supplies 
cost $450.74; shoes and rubbers $172.52;

It cost the county

ARTIN VAN BUREN was 
the 


flrst mnclilne made politician In 
the presidency, and he was more than 
that when put to the tost; ho wns the 
first of the presidents to have been 
bom under the American ilng, rather 
than imder the British, and he and 
Roosevelt are the only presidents not 
wholly descended from Inhabitants of 
the United Kinfrdom. 


Sprung from Dutch families on both 
Bides, Van Buren manied into a Dutch 
family, and was able to speak 
the 
langunge of his ancestors. 
He was 
born and he died in a little Rip Van 
Winkle village on the east bank of 
the Hudson, where his father was a 
fanner and incidentally a tavefn keep- 
er. Leaving school and entering a law 
office in his native town at fourteen, 
after the manner of most American 
leaders fi'om Jackson to Lincoln, he 
picked up as he went along such ed- 
ucation as he gained. 
Yet not one 
of our many lawyer presidents has 
won a higher rank in his profession. 
While only a boy so small that he 
Jiad to stand on a bench to address 
the jury, he scored his first success at 
the bar. 
At forty, he retired from 
practice with money enough for a man 
with a Dutch thrift, which was mis- 
taken for stinginess by the loss pru- 
dent Anglo-Americans who knew him. 


Equally precocious in politics, Van 
Buren was chosen a delegate to a 
political convention before he was of 
age; was appointed a county surro- 
gate at 
twenty-five; elected 
to the 
state senate at thirty; appointed at- 
torney general of the state at thirty- 
two and at thirty-eight he was select- 
ed a senator of the United 
States. 
Already he was at the head of the 
"Albany 
Regency," which 
continued 
to run 
the Democratic machine 
in 
New York and to dominate the nation- 
al councils of that party. 


Playing the game of politics only 
as a New Yorker can and as all New 
Yorkers in public life do. Van Buren 
was the first to make his Avay into 
the White House in gumshoes. 
Pei-- 
haps his caution as a politician has 
lost him the credit duo him for his 
statesmanship, which he displayed in 
more than one grave enuu'gency.

Oxford University to Have Chair 
With American Professor, 


Viscount Rothermere Makes $100,000 
Endowment in Memory of His 
Dead Son, 


London." -Viscount Ilothermere has 
given the University of Oxford £20,0u0 
for the establishment and endowment 
of a professorship of history of the Uni- 
ted States of Ametilca, which will be 
known as tlie Harold Vyvyan Harms- 
worth professorship of American his- 
tory, in memory of his son, Capt. Har- 
old Vyvyan Harmsworth of the Irish 
guards, formerly a commoner of Christ 
Church, who wixs killed in the war. 


Under the ponditions of the endow- 
ment the Ijolder of tlie professorship 
must at the time of his election be a 
citizen of the United States. He shall 
hold tliO professorship for ten year« 


and fihall be ¿ligible for appointment 
for another ten years. 


The appointment shall be made by 
an electoral board consisting of the 
American ambassador at the time of 
the election, who shall Jmve a casting 
vote; the chancellor of the university, 
an elector nominated by the univer- 
sity and Loi'd Ilothermere, afid each 
succeeding holder ot Hie viscounty. 


Lord Itothermere has endowed two 
other professorships at English uni- 
versities. 
In lUlO he gave £20,000 
to 
Cambridge university for the founda-

In the last few years the big con- 


creto dam in th-a Big Conewago creek 
atv Waldhem has developed leaks to 
such ftM extent that, in dry spells, the 
watjor level falls to a point that makes 
operation of the mill, which is sup- 
plied with wa'ier from the dam. prac- 
t^ically impossible. 
0. B. Flaherty, a 
Virginian who purchased the proper- 
ty, formerly known as Himes* Mill, 
from Harry Arendt, will make the re- 
pairs to the breas't of the dam as soon 
as conditions will permit^. The trap 
will be opsned and the water drawn 
off when work commences, and this 
will be done next week if clear weath- 
er allows, and the high water subsides. 
Frequent beavy rains have delayed 
fjie start of the work which was to 
have been done several weeks ago. 
When opening dam breas'ts it is ne- 
essary to notify tho State Depart- 
ment of Fisheries and, if tjie depart- 
ment sees fit, they will send a warden 
to the scene of operations. 
It is said 
thatv written psrmission has been ask- 
ed to open the dam. 
Fish wardens 
will see that no illegal fishing or gig- 
ging is done when the water is drawn 
off. 


Campers 
upstream 
will find very 
low 
water, 
especially 
from 
Dicks' 
woods tp the Forks when the dam is 
opened. 
At such a time the water, as 
a rule, runs only in a narrow channel 
if dry weather prevails, 
but 
after 
heavy show^ers it resumes its normal 
level for a shortv time. 
Boating, bath- 
ing and fishing upstream will not be 
of the best when the work is being 
carried on. 


The dam at Waldheim was rebuilt 
in 1912, and is composed of reinforosd 
concrete 
overlaying 
the 
old 
dam 
breast|. The 
former wooden 
breast 
was partially destroyed by a fiood in 
the Winter of 1911-12. The new dam 
was finanosd for the greater part by 
the various people who own camps 
along thatv stretch of the creek from 
Waldheim to the Forks.

Record Prices Paid Wheat Grow- 
ers of Western Canada. 


Will 
Get Above 40 Cents Over ihm 
Fixed Scaie Set—World Looking 
to the Dominion for Its 
Grain. 


It will he of interest to many read- 
ers to iearn that their farmer friends 
In Canada vcWI do so well out of tlie 
wheat they grew on western Canada's 
prairies last year. 


There was a fixed price of $2.15 per 
bushel paid for their wheat last sea- 
son. 


Not knowing the price at which it 
would bo possible to mariiet the crop, 
the (Canadian jrrain hoard, which or- 
ganization handled the whole of the 
crop hist sunnner, fixed $2.15 as a inin- 
inunn price for No. 1 wheat, and ar- 
ranged 
that each farmer should 
be 
given certificates for the quantity of 
wheat he delivered. 
The amount re- 
ceived over and above the fixed price 
which was paid to the farmers when 
selling their wheat was to be divided 
pro rata at the end of the season, and 
the holders of these certificates will, 
therefore, 
participate 
In 
the 
extra 
price received according to the quan- 
tity of wheat sold. 


The 
latest 
advices 
are 
that 
the 
[Wheat board will pay at least 40 cents 
bushel over the fixed rate of $2.15 a 
ushel for their wheat of last season. 
This means that about .$40,0iX),000 will 
be distributed among the farmers of 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 
This sum represents the difference in 
the price at which- the wheat crop was 
sold and the price that was fixed for 
last season's crop. 


Canadian Wheat In Demand. 


A declaration that Canadian wheat 
would in all probability sell this year 
at between $3 and $5 per bushel, was 
made recently before a conference of 
western sur)porters of the government 
by Dr. Robert Magill, who was one of 
a deputation from the Winnipeg grain 
exchange. 
Dr. JIagill argued in fa- 
vor of open trading from tlie aspect 
of world conditions. 
He stated that 
no wiieat could be exported from Rus- 
sia owing to Internal troubles. 


lloumania 
would 
have 
absolutely 
none to export, India was prohibiting 
ex-port, 
while 
Australia's 
acreage 
-^ould fall from 12,000,000 to 7,000.000. 
The result 
would be tliat 
Australia 
would scarcely have enough to feed 
herself, and there would be absolute- 
ly no wheat for Europe, except from 
the Argentine and North America. 


Dr. jMagill, according to formal an- 
nouncement, though It would be im- 
possible to secure as good a price for 
the producer by confrol as by 
the 
open market. 
The United States mar- 
ket was now open, and, according to 
present 
prospects, 
there 
would 
be 
mighty little to spare from that quar- 
ter. 
The net result would be that Ca- 
nadian 
wheat would undoubtedly 
go 
to a record

llobert H. Bartlett, commander of the 
Karluk. which carried Stefansson to 
Arctic waters, says that on his return 
froni Herald island to northern Siberia 
he found raw polar bear meat tasting 
better than any piece de resistance he 
had ever eaten In the iiome country. 


"The Frenchman likes his snails and 
wonders how anyone who accepts oys- 
ters can refuse them. 
In 
Canton, 
China, rats sell for 40 cents a dozen, 
and a dog steak brings more per pound 
than a leg of mutton. 
The Chinese 
mandarin pays 930 a pound for the 
birds' nests from which his soup is 
concocted. 
In parts of the West In- 
dies the palm worm Is stewed in fat, 
while certain African tribes are as 
fond of caterpillars as an American 
is of reed birds on toast 
The Turk 
is as disgusted with the oysters we 
eat as we are with the flsh the Corsl- 
can relishes. 


"Eating earth, or geophagy, is a 
common thing in many parts of the 
world.

AVhlle fresh berries are in abundance 
it Is timely to can some for winter ui?e 


for shortcakes and 
puddings. 
Crush 
the fruit, such as 
raspberries, black- 
berries 
or 
any 
small fruit, until 
smooth then 
add 
'equal measure- of 
sugar. 
Lot stand 
several hours in a cool place, then 
can in jars which have been well ster- 
ilized and place, covers on. In a cool 
place or on Ice to cool. 
Fill the jars 
and seal, place on the cement floor of 
the fruit closet or In the back part 
of the ice chest if roomy enough to 
accommodate a half dozen Jars. Such 
fruit will be clch and just as fresh as 
wlum canned. 


Rhubarb and Raspberry Conserve.— 


A most delicious conserve using two 
parts rhubarb and one part raspber- 
ries with equal weights of sugar, all 
cooked until thick. 
Any fruit such as 
strawberries, cherries or blackberries 
may be used In the same proportion. 
When one has plenty of pieplant and 
few berries this niethoil Is especially 
recommended, as the pieplant is usual- 
ly plentiful and cheap, while the ber- 
ries arc more costly. 
The 
product 
seems to be so largely the berries in 
flavor that the rhubarb only adds in 
bulk. 


Rhubarb 
Conserve. 
— 
Take 
five 
pounds of sugar, five pounds of rhu- 
barb, four oranges, two pounds of rai- 
sins. Boil the orange skins until tend- 
er, discard the water. 
Grind the skins 
ond fruit nnd cook all together until 
thick. 


Strawberry 
Preserves.—Take 
two 
pints of sugar, one small cupful of 
water, boll until It hairs. Add three 
pints of berries and boll 15 minutes; 
pour into an earthen crock and let 
stand over night. Can cold the next 
morning. Cherries may be preserved 
the same way. If allowed to set in the 
- sun for a day. covered v/ith glass, they 
will be rich in color as well as good 
in flavor.

An a ppropr 1 ate 
sauce 
to 
accompany

makes a plain dish out of 
the ordinary. 
The cook 
who serves tasty sauees 
always has on hand materials for mak- 
ing such sauces as white, brown, toma- 
to and Bechamel, and with these as a 
foundation Is able to make sauces in- 
numerable. 
For 
a brown 
sauce 
a 
slightly larger 
quantity of 
flour 
Is 
used to thicken as thickness is les- 
sened 
by 
browning 
the 
flour, 
the 
starch being dextrinlzed. 
A brown 
sauce Is made by browning the flour 
and butter well 
before 
adding 
the 
liquid. 


Bechamel 
Sauce. —Cook 
one 
and 
one-half cupfuls of white stock (which 
is broth from chicken or a combina- 
tion of veal and beef) with one slice 
each of*carrot and onion, a bay leaf, 
six peppercorns and a sprig of parsley, 
then strain. 
There should be a cup- 
ful. 
Melt one-fourth of a cupful of 
butter, add one-fourth of a cupful of 
flour and gradually add the stock and 
one cupful of milk. 


Tometo Sauce.—Take one-half can 
of tomatoes, two teaspoonfuls of sugar, 
eight peppercorns, a bit of bay leaf, 
and salt. 
Cook twenty minutes, rub 
through a sieve and add one cupful of 
brown stock and four tablespoonfuls 
each 
of 
browned 
flour 
and 
butter 
cooked together. 
Gradually add the 
hot liquid. 
To serve with fish the 
following-is a most pleasing sauce: 


Sauce PIquante.—To one cupful of 
brown sauce add one tablespoonful oí 
vinegar, one-half small chopped onlou, 
one 
tablespoonful 
each 
of 
chopped 
capers and pickle with 
a 
dash 
of 
cayenne.

Cherry

Strain and freeze 
as usual. 


Orange 
Frappe.—Boil two cupfuls 
of 
water twenty minutes; add 
the 
grated rind of one orange and pour It 
over 
two 
cupfuls of 
blood 
orange 
juice; add the juice of one lemon, 
strain, cool and freeze as directed. 


Raspberry and Strawberry Sherbet, 
—Take one pint of berry juice, one- 
half of each kind, or unmixed; one 
pint of sugar, one pint of water, the 
juice of two lemons, one teaspoonful 
of gelatin. 
Soften the gelatin in a 
little water and add the other Ingredi- 
ents; when well mixed freeze as usual. 
Preserved 
or canned 
fruit may 
be 
used, adding one cupful of sugar to a 
pint of fruit and one quart of water.. 


Frozen Apricots.—Put one can of 
apricots through a sieve; add one pint 
of sugar and one quart of water; stir 
and 
when 
tho 
sugar 
Is 
dissolved 
freeze. 
When partly frozen add one 
pint of whipped cream and a quarter 
of a teaspoonful of salt. For ordinary 
creams use one part of salt to three 
parts of finely pounded Ice. 
Use a 
basin; add three measures of Ice In 
the bottom, then one measure of salt: 
repeat until the Ice comes up wei: 
around the freezer. 
Turn slowly at 
first, then faster until It Is well frozen.

V/HAT TO EAT IN HOT WEATHER. 


Fruit In various forms is especially 
good for warm weather. 
The salts. 


acids 
and 
min- 
eral 
matter 
are 
c o o l i n g to the 
b l o o d . 
A well- 
c h i l l e d 
melon, 
peach or pear, a 
dish of berries or 
a 
w e 1 l-ripened 
banana -are usual- 
ly, some of them, obtainable when 
oranges and grapefruit are not plen- 
tiful. 


Gelatin dishes may be prepared in 
such variety that one need not tire 
of them. Combined with fruit juices 
and served with cream they are both 
filling 
and nourishing. 
Sea moss I» 
another form of gelatin which is being 
brought back to its old place in fa- 
vor. 
A cupful well packed will thick- 
en a quart of liquid. 
The value of 
any such gelatinous substance as food 
is that It saves more expensive pro- 
teins. 
They should not be given with 
tlie Idea of furnishing much nutri- 
ment, however, unless with them Is 
served a custard or rich sauce. 


Salmon With Rice.—Line a buttered 
mold with cold, boiled rice, fill the cen- 
ter with creamed salmon, cover with 
more rice, put the cover on the mold 
and steam one-half hour. 
Serve with 
a cream sauce which may be seasoned 
with lemon juice, curry, 
or 
minced 
parsley. A most delicious white sauce 
may be made by using sour cream; 
then the lemon juice may be omitted. 


Curry of Lamb.—Put Into a sauce- 
pan three tablespoonfuls of butter and 
half an onion cut fine. Cook slowly 
until the onion Is brown. 
Add two 
tablespoonfuls of flour and a teaspoon- 
ful of curry; cook until smooth, 
Add 
two cupfuls of stock and c o o y o r five 
minutes. 
Season with salt, pepper, 
strain over slices of cold roast lamb 
and serve In a deep platter with a 
border of rice. 


Deviled 
Kidneys.—Broil 
the Tild- 
neys, and 
when 
half 
cooked 
score 
them with a knife and in the cuts put 
a little mustard, paprika and salt and 
finish broiling. Place on small squares 
of toast well buttered and keep hot. 
Make a sauce of melted butter, lemon 
juice and chopped parsley and pour 
over the kidneys.

4,000 War Men 


Study Farmin 


Disabled Ex-service Men PJaced 
in Agricultural 
Training^in 
Various Institutions. 


1,500 REftDY FOR COURSE 


Many of the Men Are Illiterate and 
Must Be Given a Course in Ele- 
mentary Work to Fit Them 
for the Farm 
Course. 


Washlniiton.—aioro than 4.000 dis- 
abled 
ex-service men 
have been 
di- 
rectly placed in agricultural 
training 
and in addition there are probably 500 
enpngod 
in prevocational 
worlc 
pre- 
paratory to a course In agricultural 
training. 
Perhaps 
1,500 more 
have 
been approved for the coursc. 


Special placement has been suggest- 
ed and is being sought for tuberculous 
men iu hospitals and sanatoria. 


The men approved for agricultural 
training may 
be classed 
Into 
three 
general groups: 


(a-) Men who went 
into the 
war 
from college or high school, and, re- 
turning, have entered the agricultural 
colleges. 


(b; 
Men 
with 
an 
eighth 
grade 
preparation 
who 
are 
admitted 
into 
subcollege 
two-year 
courses, 
Smith- 
Hughes or other schools of 
agricul- 
ture. 


(c) Men of elementary grade, rang- 
ing from illiterate to the seventh or 
eighth grade, who of necessity must 
have prevocational Instruction in order 
Ihnt t h t y may receive scientific train- 
ing intelligently 
and 
benoiit 
to 
the 
greatest degree. 


The iirst and second groups have 
given the federal board and tlie insti- 
tutions to which they hrive been rec- 
onmicndc-d very little trouble, as they 
enter the clarses if sent to the institu- 
tion at the beginning of the 
school 
year or a term, and if not they fre- 
quently can be brought up to class 
work by coaching. 


Third Class Troublesome. 


The third group has given the fed- 
eral farm board and all the Institu- 
tions great 
trouble. 
Insurniountable 
difficulties seem to have arisen. 
In 
varying numbers they form the prob- 
lem at every state agricultural 
col- 
lege and school, and tliey constitute 
from 25 to as high as 50 per cent of 
the 
men 
approved 
for 
agricultural 
training. 
^ 


This large percentage is duo to the 
fact that tliese men for the most part 
are 
from 
isolated 
country 
districts 
wheiv the opportunities have not been 
so great for early education. 


Ff.rmer parents have been unwilling 
to allow the boys more than a very 


ordinary education, for fear of tasilv^^ 
them Irom tho farm. 
Many havp had 
no opportunity. 
Such are usually old- 
er men. 15 or 120 yean; past country 
school nge. 
Many 
of tho men 
arc 
therefore 
practically 
Illiterate, 
and 
to 
this 
number 
must 
bo 
added 
tho loreign 
illiterates: 
that 
Is, for- 
eigners 
who are Illiterate from 
tho 
English 
standpoint. 


Ih'^so dlfllculties constitute 
a ' r e a l 
problem to the federal bonrd and tho 
Institutions to which these men 
are 
sent. 
fitate Institutions are not al- 
ways prepnred to do the elementary 
work necessary to advance the men to 
a knowledge of English and 
inatfie- 
mntlcs where they can receive and be 
benefited by the agricultural training. 


However, 
without 
exception, 
tne 
s^nto institutions are convinced it Is 
their patriotic duty to assist tho fed- 
eral board In making preparation 
to 
extend 
tho 
necessary 
prevocational 
tralnir.g, and have 
changed 
wonder- 
fully In favor of training disabled men 
in splto of their educational handicaps. 


Formt a "Guidance School," 


Dr. Walter J. Quick, training ofll- 
cer, \irrked out an elementary school, 
which he termed a "guidance school," 
whero such men were collected and In- 
structed 
In 
the 
elementary 
com- 
mon branches and In elementary agri- 
culture. 
The school has been 
made 
prerequisite 
to certain 
courses 
that 
Dr. Quick 
has designed 
as 
agricul- 


tural unit courses. 
They are dlvideU 
Into units ^of one month each, cover 
one year continuously from month to 
nionth and may bo entered any month. 


A man 
tnay take one or 
several 
unit 
courses, 
one 
as a 
major 
and 
others as minors related to tho ma- 
jor» while at tho same time ho contln- 
\ios In the common branches of 
tha 


guidance school, 


Xeaily all the state institutions will 
allow tiie men credits for tho work 
done in tho unit agricultural courses, 
which now include a two-year course, 
as well as tho one-year. 


Those plans of tho guidance school 
and 
agricultural 
unit 
courses 
were 
ivducod to definite form and mimoo- 
giaphed for ti\Q benelU of all Institu- 
Con? oftVrlng agricultural training to 
the disabled class.

from tho mint profits over the course 
of years. 
Upon tho paying out of tin* 
capital charge in restoring the mints 
they are to be returned to the Mexi- 
can federal government

Supply of Many Cities in United 


States IVIenaced, 


Jmposslbility of Getting Nececeary Pu. 
rifying Chemicals Alarms Fed- 
eral Health Officers, 


Washington, D, C,—The water sup- 
ply of more than 30,OoO,OUO city resi- 
dents Is iu imminent danger of becom- 
ing disease Infected, because of 
the 
impossibility of obtaining the neces- 
sary purifying chemicals,, the 
public 
health service announced. 


Emergency 
appeals Iiave been 
re- 
ceived by the service from ten state 
and numerous city boards of health, 
it was said, for railroad priority on 
the movement of alum and 
chlorine, 
the chemicals largely used in ridding 
ater 
ot 
dangerous 
disease 
germs. 
Due to the congested traffic situation, 
the annouucerjietitsald, an acute short- 


age of these chemicals has existed for 
sevei'al inonths, and at one of the larg- 
est chemical plants only eight cars of 
raw material fur the manufacture of 
alum are being received a month, al- 
though 120 cars monthly are required. 


"Olhcers of the United States public 
health service view the situation with 
alarm, as do health ofllcers throughout
